THE WORLD BEFORE YOUR EYES

HAVE seen Niagara thunder over her gorge in 
i the noblest frenzy ever beheld by man—I have 
watched a Queensland river under the white 
. G || light of an Australasian moon go whirling and 
swirling through strange islands, lurking 
with bandicott and kangaroo—I have watched an 
English railroad train draw into a station, take on its pas- 
sengers and then chug away with its stubby little engine 
through Yorkshire dells, past old Norman abbeys sil- 
houetted against the skyline, while a cluster of century- 
aged cottages loomed up in the valley below, through which 
a yokel drove his flock of Southdowns—I have been to the 
Orient and gazed at the water-sellers and beggars and 
dervishes—I have beheld fat old Rajahs with the price 
of a thousand lives bejeweled in their monster turbans, 
and the price of a thousand deaths sewn in their royal 
nightshirts as they indolently swayed in golden howdahs, 
borne upon the backs of grunting elephants—I saw a run- 
away horse play battledoor and shuttlecock with the cit- 
izens and traffic of a little Italian village, whose streets 
had not known so much commotion since the sailing of 
Columbus—I know how the Chinaman lives and I have 


been been through the homes of the Japanese—I have 
marveled at the daring of Alpine tobogganists and ad- 
mired the wonderful skill of Norwegian ski jumpers—I 
have seen armies upon the battlefield and their return in 
triumph—I have looked upon weird dances and outland- 
ish frolics in every quarter of the globe, and I didn’t have 
to leave Chicago for a moment. 


No books have taught me all these wonderful things 
—no lecturér has pictured them—! simply dropped into 
a moving picture theater at various moments of leisure, 
and at the total cost for all the visits of perhaps two per- 
formances of a foolish musical show I have learned more

than a traveler could see at the cost of thousands of dol- 
lars and years of journey. 


Neither you nor I fully realize what the moving pic- 
ture has meant to us, and what it is going to mean. 


As children, we used to dream of a journey on a magi- 
cian’s carpet to the legedary lands, but we can rub our own 
eyes now and witness more tremendous miracles than 
Aladdin could have by rubbing his fairy lamp. But 
we’re so matter-of-fact that we never think of it in that 
way. We’re living at a mile-a-second gait in the swiftest 
epoch of the world’s progress—in the age of incredibili- 
ties come true. 


We fly through the air—chat with our friends in Paris 
by squirting a little spark from a pole on one shore of the 
Atlantic to another pole on the other side, and so we take 
as a matter-of-course that which our great-grandfathers 
would have declared a miracle. 


The talking machine has canned the great voices and 
master melodies of our time, but the moving picture ma- 
chine has done more—it is making for us volumes of his- 
tory and action—it is not only the greatest impulse of 
entertainment, but the mightiest force of instruction. 


We do not analyze the fact that when we read of an 
English wreck we at once see an English train before us, 
or when we learn of a battle, that an altogether different 
panorama is visualized than our former erroneous im- 
pression of a hand-to-hand conflict—we are familiar with 
the geography of Europe—we are well acquainted with 
how the Frenchman dresses, in what sort of a home he 
lives, and from what sort of a shop he buys his meat and 
greens. 

We take so much for granted—we are so thoroughly 
spoiled by our multiple luxuries—that we do not bestow 
more than a passing thought upon our advantages, because 
the moving picture machine is an advantage—a tremen- 


dous, vital force of culture as well as amusement. An 
economy, not only of money, but of experiences—it brings 
the world to us—it delivers the universe to our theater 
seat. 


The moving picture is not a makeshift for the play- 
house—its dignity is greater—its importance far beyond 
the puny function of comedy and tragedy. 


It is a clean entertainment lecture and amusement 
all rolled in one—in its highest effort it stands above lit- 
erature—in its less ambitious phrase it ranks above the 
tawdry show house. It teaches nothing harmful, and it 
usually teaches much that is helpful. 


Today the moving picture industry is developed to a 
high degree of perfection in America and in Europe. Mil- 
lions of dollars are invested in the production of moving 
picture films—entire companies of trained and practiced 
actors are carried to every interesting spot on the con- 
tinent and carefully drilled to enact pantomimes which 
will concentrate within the space of a few minutes the 
most entertaining and instructive incidents of the world. 


A new type of dramatist has arisen—men who search 
through the literature of the ages and construct tableaux 
in action which will render vividly the entire contents of 
famous works of the drama, of the novel and of history. 


The moving picture is not a makeshift, but the highest 
type of entertainment in the history of the world. 


It stands for a better Americanism because it is at- 
tracting millions of the masses to an up-lifting, drawing 
them and improving as well as an amusing feature of city 
life.

DOCKET CROWDED 


Important Matiers to Come 
Before Highest Tribunal 


Court Gets Down to Business 
Monday With 781 Cases on 
the Docket—Minnesota Rate 
Case One of Most Important 
to Be Heard. 


New York. October 7.—(Special.)— 
The United States supreme court will 
get down to business Monday with a 
docket crowded with 781 cases, aS com- 
pared with 696 cases a year ago at this 
time. 

The docket hasn’t anything nearly as 
important as the Standard Oil and to- 
bacco dissolution suits, but there are 
a number of interesting and important 
matters that will come before the court 


Probably the most important is the 
Minnesota rate case, in which the su- 
preme court of that state held that 
the state had no right to regulate 
rates within its own borders, for the 
reason that the interstate commerce 
This is the 
decision that caused such hot discus- 
sion at the recent gathering of the 
house of governors, in which the ques- 
tions of states’ rights was again brought 
to the front. Governors Aldrich, of 
Nebraska, and Harmon, of Ohio, were 
especially prominent in the debate. 

Several cases have come over from 
the interstate commerce commission. 
The government questions the right of 
railroads to make concessions to ele- 
vators, holding that it is rebating.

Within the next week a fully equipped 
laboratory to be°“used fer the inves- 
tigation of pellagra will be in use 
the marine hospital in this city, 
Dr. C. H. Lavender, probably the 
informed man in this country on 
dread dlsease, in charge. 

Provision for this laboratory and the 
Study of pellagra in the marine 
pital in Savannah was made by special 
act of congress. Dr. Lavender was sent 
by the government some ago 
to continue his study of pellagra, and 
congress, by law, made it possible to 
take pellagra patients in the 
hospital, There are several in the 
pital here, but the real work will not 
begin until Dr. Lavender has had 
laboratory installed.

As a guard, pure and simple, he has 
just a little above the average in the 
major colleges. 

At center there are two men who 
tower head anqg shoulders above all 
others. These are Heffelfinger, of the 
early nineties, who was the strongest 
point in what was one of the greatest 
lines Yale ever had, nad Holt, of Yale, 
1902. Old-timers will say: “Heffelfin- 
ger was a guard.” So he was, but rec- 
ords also tells us that on a few oc- 
casions he played the pivotal position. 
Heffelfinger, giant that he was and 
with his almost miraculous speed for a 
man of his size, would prebably make 
mincemeat of the average line of now- 
adays. 

Quarterback is probably the easiest 
position of all to fill. There has been 
a wealth of good men for the general- 
Ship job, but Walter Eckersall, of 
Chicago, is admitted supreme among 
them all. In addition to being one of 
the greatest open-field runners in his- 
tory, he was a fierce and certain 
tackler, and his drop kicking won him 
such undying fame that no more need 
be said about him. 

Sprackling, of Brown, who flashed 
across the. football firmament like a 
comet last year, has earned his right 
to second choice. 

Two halfbacks that are cracks can 
be named by any followers of the 
game; and supremacy in this position 
is probably more disputed than in any 
other. After considering half a dozen 
who looked good enough, we name 
Harold Weekes, the wonder of the last 
team that ever flew’ the colors of Co- 
lumbia, where the game is no more, 
and Willie Heston, of Michigan. 
Weekes would lose some of his value 
because of the rule barring hurdling, 
but his dazzling and runs alone would 
entitle him to a place. Heston was the 
best all-around halfback that has trod 
a gridiron in recent years and would 
be equally as valuable under the new 
rules as he was under the old. Pendle- 
ton, of Princeton, last year’s star, is a 
little too light to displace. either 
Heston or Weekes. 

Half a dozen grand players could be 
useq in the fullback position. But all 
of them seem just about 25 per cent 
below Ted Coy, Yale’s plunging back 
of 1909. Coy has been called the 
greatest football player in history. We 
neither admit nor deny that, but we do 
concede that he was the greatest full- 
back. 

Bring back a!l these men to their 
haleyon days. Make Walter Camp, of 
Yale, head coach, with Percy Haugh- 
ton, of Harvard; Alonzo Stage, of 
Chicago; Bill Diper, of Princeton, and 
“Hurry Up” Yost, of Michigan, as his 
assistants. Let Mike Murphy, of Penn- 
sylvania, be trainer. Allow them six 
weeks to get in condition and develop 
some team work. Then turn 
loose against the big teams of today. 
Horrors!

In Boston the idea of 
eubstituting crematories for potter's 
fields has long been agitated; this 
might well be done in all large citiees, 
with obvious advantages and with no 
essential disadvantage of any kind 
whatever. At quarantine in New York 
harbor the bodies of immigrants who 
have died of infections are (in accord- 
ance with the statutes) burned on 
Swinburne Island in the lower bay; 
though this is not done if the relatives 
have religious scruples against crema- 
tion.”

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PENALTY OF TRAVELING 
ON DEFLATED TIRES 


If there is any one thing that 
tributes most toward premature tire 
destruction, it is undoubtedly travel- 
ing on tires that are not sufficiently | 
inflated. 

“Many motorists,” says the Michelin | 
tire man, “give so little care to their 
tires that the first intimation of their 
improper condition comes when a muf- 
fled sound or a ‘jolt, caused by one of 
the wheels coming in contact with 
some hard object on_the road, discloses 
the fact that the rim is touching the 
ground, 

“The envelope is then patched, a 
new tube fitted and a garter put on for 
the» purpose of increased strength. The 
driver then’ proceeds to the nearest 
garage, where a new envelope is ob- 
tained, the damaged one being left for 
repair. Nearly always it is found that 
the tread is the only part of the en- 
velope that has not been totally de- 


cone 


stroyed. The beads are found to be 
broken or torn away. The walis of 
the envelope are scored and scraped 
inside and out. The canvas is torn and 
frayed, and has broken away from the 
rubber. The envelope has lost its shape 
entirely; its several parts are disin- 
tegrated. 

“The tube, replacéd on the road, 
which was perhaps new or nearly new 
when the journey started, has been 
torn beyond all hope of repair and 
scraped and scored all over, some of 
the incessions being almost as deep as 
the thickness of the rubber itself, 

“All this delay, trouble and expense 
is the direct result of traveling on a 
deflate& tire, whereas periodic inspec- 
tion of the air pressure would have 
entirely prevented the damage.’’

HE motor of an automobile corresponds in importance to the ‘“‘works” of a fine watch. i 
A fancy watch case might make avery handsome ornament, but if it hides acheap movement it makes 


a worthless timepiece.

Any manufacturer can tell you his motor is efficent, dependable, reliable, 
economical—in short, give you all of the regular, pet, stock-in-trade adjectives. 
These words are all found in the dictionary. But beyond that you don’t hear 
very much. Anyone can make a general statement, but when it comes to back- 
ing -it up with sound facts—that’s a horse of another color. The purpose of 
this is to tell and prove to you (with supporting facts) how good the motor in 
our $900 motor car is—what it is and how it is made. And anyone who is the 
least bit motor-wise will recognize a really good engine. 


It is utterly impossible in this space to go into this matter as thoroughly as 
we would like to. But these few facts tell you the whys and wherefores of a 
motor which we know is by far the most efficient for its size ever made. You 
can see by the illustration what a clean-cut job it is. Its action is just as fine 


as its looks. 


The motor in our $900 five-passenger fore-door 
cylinder fouf-cycle type. 

Cylinders have large water-jackets and are cast singly, increasing cooling 
efficiency with the advantage of being able to replace a single cylinder at low 
cost should an accident occur. These cylinders are cast from a close-grained 
metal from our own formula. The crank shaft and connecting rods and all 
other forgings are of high carbon manganese steel. 

All bearings, cylinders, pistons and rings are ground to accurate and tested 
smoothness, insuring long life, freedom from wear, and positive compression. 
The cylinders are offset from the crank shaft to obviate the dead center at the 
time of impulse. The motor is suspended on three points from the main frame, 
which is braced for this purpose, thus dispensing’ with the complication and 
added weight of a sub-frame. This construction is ideal, as it allows for the 
twisting of the car on rough roads, and eliminates the liability of a disalign- 
ment. The entire motor is constructed with a view to accessibility of all parts 


that might possibly require attention.

AI! the wearing surfaces of the valves are 
ground to a one-thousandth part of am inch. They are of the mushroom type 
and interchangeable. Owing to their peculiar design and large size they en- 
able the motor to develop at least fifteen per cent more horse-power than any 
other motor of the same bore and stroke. The lower end of the valve stem is 
hardened and comes in contact with a fibre insert in the adjusting screw, whicn 
in turn fits into the square push roa. This contributes largely to the silence of 
the valve action, and permits adjustment for possible wear. 

The cam shafts are drop forged (in our own drop-forge plant, which is the 
largest in the industry) oil-treated and case-hardened. They are ground and 
machined automatically, which means positive accuracy in the relative posl- 
tion of one cam to another. Owing to the large bearing areas throughout, the mo- 
tor will run indefinitely without perceptible change in valve-timing, for which 
possibility, however, a means of adjustment is provided. 

This is the only car of its elass with a five-bearing crank shaft. This fea- 
ture gives support on each side of each cdnnecting rod as it delivers its pow- 
er stroke, which insures the greatest possible rigidity and keeps the crank shaft 
in perfect line on its bearing.

We equip this motor with a standard carburetor, chosen for its adaptability 
to the work required. The special advantages are those of quick vaporization 
and consequent easy starting; economy of fuel with the greatest percentage of 
power for a given amount of gasoline, and satisfactory operation at all speeds, ob- 
viating difficulties often encountered at slow motor speed. Its very accessible 
location, its simplicity of adjustment and the ease with which our carburetors 
start the motor are inherent points of superiority.

During this time two inspectors 
watch the engine performance constantly, testing it frequently by brakes, until, 
in their judgment, based on long experience, it is ready to be inspected by the 
foreman in charge of this department. Then the foreman goes into an examl- 
nation of the engine very thoroughly. And if there is the slightest indication 
of anything but the smoothest sort of work—if the engine does not turn up the 
power that it should—it is sent back to the chief inspector of the engine assem- 
bly department.

JOHNNY KLING HAS CAUGHT 
GREATEST NUMBER OF GAMES

New York, October 7.—(Special.)—A 
broken leg deprived the Phillies of 
their pennant hopes and deprived Man- 
ager Charley Dooin of an opportunity 
of establishing a wonderful record, and 
permitted Johnny Kling, the veteran 
catcher of the Rustlers, to pass Dooin 
in number of games caught in the big 
league. 

Had he not been injured, Dooin 
would have been the first man in base- 
ball to catch 1,000 games, The Philly 
leader may yet attain this honor by 
overhauling Kling at the start of next 
season, but to do so he will have to 
catch all but four of the Rustilers 
games, and it is not likely that Rariden 
will be allowed to sit idje all the 


time. 

Until the day he was injured Dooin 
had caught 976 games, all of which 
were for the Phillies, while Kling, up 
to date, has donned the mask and 
chest protector 985 times. 

Kling caught his first game of bal! 
in the National League in the latter 
part of April, 1901. while Dooin’s first 
effort was on opening day, April 14, 
1902. The Phillies’ opponents on that 
day were the Giants, who made all 
manner of fun of Dooin because Char- 


ley was such a little fellow. Deoin 
has never forgotten that day: and this 
explains, in a large measure why Dooin 
and the Phillies fight so hard against 
New York even now. 

In his first year Dooin caught 83 
games, while Kling caught 69. Dooin 
weighed only 130 pounds at that time 
and was even lighter when the season 
Was over as the result of being frst 
catcher during a strenuous campaign. 
Kling weighed 170 pounds at that time 
and was always a powerfully built 
chap in the shoulders and upper part of 
his body. 

Scribes throughout the country 
claimed that Dooin was too light and 
could not stand the pace, and that he 
would have to go back to the minors 
for a few years at least. The fans 
marveled at Deooin’s ability te stick 
behind the bat day after day, but when 
the season closed Dooin was still there.

The census bureau 
Shows that the state of Georgia has 
more than 2,200 blind persofis within 
its borders, and More than 1,800 of 
whom are adults; and not less than 
1,600 of these adults are existing, not 
living, in misery, idleness and igno- 
rance, and are being supported by 
their parents and friends or public 
charity. The blind, as a class, are very 
heavily afflicted with poverty, 96 per 
cent of the blind in the United States 
is in the poorest circumstances; there- 
fore, the blind are afflicted with the 
two greatest afflictions of this world— 
blindness and poverty, 

To you Atlantans, and to yoy true 
Georgians, the Georgia Association for 
the Blind says, stop for @ moment, and 
behold the vast field for action. Blind 
beggars, both men and women, ~ ex- 
posed to al! kinds of weather and wick- 
edness, sit upon the streets of our fair 
cities and towns with idle hands and 
mind, and solicit @6ur alms; they are 
forced to move to the slums of the 
cities and towns on account of their 
poverty and affliction. Why should 
such an appalling condition exist when 
there are so many golden opportuni- 
ties for both mental and physical labor 
for all the blind? The chair factories 
cannot have one-half of their demands 
for chair-caning met, some of the 
Georgia chair factories are forced to 
have some of their chair-caning done 
in other cities. This ought not to be, 
since Georgia has so many idle blind, 
who can easily and readily become ex- 
pert chair-caners, if they are only 
given the chance. More than $159,000 
worth of brooms are yearly shipped 
into Georgia. Blind men can easily 
and readily become expert broom- 
makers. The Chicago industrial shop 
for the blind made and sold more than 
$60,000 worth of brooms during the 
year 1910. A large part of the many 
thousand dolirs’ worth of fancy sewing 
and knitting that is shipped every year 
igto Georgia can, and ought to be, done 
by the Georgia blind women, who are 
so persistently crying for work. Would 
that more could be told of the glorious 
achievements and successes of the 
northern associations for the blind, but 
space will not nermit in this issue. 

Again, the Georgia Association for 
the Blind calls upon every true Geor- 
gian to survey the field for action. 
Many complex problems are to be 
solved: some of these have already 
been solved. Since chair-caning is 
easier and the most practical industry 
for both blind men and women, and 
since a chair-caning shop is the least

expensive to furnish and run, this as- 
sociation for the blind hopes to open 
up a chair-caning shop within the next 
two or three weeks, and begin the no- 
ble work in Georgia of changing mls- 
ery into happiness, idleness into em- 
ployment and ignorance into wisdom. 
Besides the chair-caning of the puble- 
at-large, which the shop for the blind 
will be sure to get, the association has 
received the assurance of fifty dozen 
chairs a week the vear round for can- 
ing by one of the city’s chair factories: 
another of the city’s chair factories is 
having the same amount of work done 
in another state, because it cannot get 
labor here in the city. 

To explore and develop thoroughly 
this large and so needy field, the 
Georgia Association for the Blind now 
appealg to every woman, man, chureh, 
society, lodge and corporation in Geor- 
gia to contribute liberally toward the 
raising of the sma] sum of $5,000 for 
Such a great and noble work for the 
Whole state. Think, then think again: 
the Georgia blind are not asking for 
alms of their fellow citizens, but for 
desirable and honorable employment. 
by which they can make their own 
livelihood by the sweat of their own 
brow, which is the will of God. 

Having been deprived of his eyesicht 
for fourteen years, Rev. Bauknight 
well knows the needs of the blind: a 
graduate of the South Carolina institu- 
tion for the blind, and also of the At- 
lanta Theological seminary for the 
Sighted, he well knows, also, what a 
blind person can do. In the fall of 
190%, he entered the Atlanta Theoldz- 
ical seminary on trial by the permis- 
sion of its rresident, Dr. E..

Arrangements for the social features 
of the Gate City Guard's celebration 
have all been worked out, and those

Some of the most inviting lend 
around Atlanta has, until recently, 
been almost unknown and practically 
uninhabited. That is the territory be- 
tween Atlanta and. Decatur on either 
Side of the Georgia railroad. It is 
true that a thin string of houses run- 
ning along the railroad could be seen, 
but a quarter of a mile away on either 
side there was uninhabited territory. 
Right now this particular land is at- 
tracting much attention; it is being 
opened up, with wide, paved drive- 
ways, and it is destined to play a 
prominent part in the future residen- 
tial growth of Atlanta. For many 
months the work of development has 
been going on; soon the full plans will 
be shown to the public and the broad 
scheme of the developers will be ap- 
parent to all. 


North of the Georgia railroad the en- 
tire stretch of territory lying between 
Atlanta and Decatur is being prepared 
for residential purposes and developed 
On a very ambitious scale. Responding 
readily to the plans of the landscape 
artist, this beautiful rolling country ts 
being transformed into the highest 
class strictly residential community in 
the southern states. Big sums of money 
are being spent in improvements; all 
necessary water, sewer and gas pipes 
are being laid; the finest road paving 
known to engineers is being put down; 
everything that pertains to a first-class 
home section of the highest grade is 
being provided. In a few months the 
full effects of this gigantic undertaking 
can be seen. It is needless to say that 
Druid Hills will set a new standard 
of residential development in the south. 


Ponce de Leon Avenue, widenes, 
graded, paved and beautified, extends 
all the way through Druid Hills into 
Decatur.

'eal to live there the year ‘round. The 
‘distance is not much farther than some 
parts of West End, or Brookwood, and 
by automobile it is a 15 or 20-minute 
ride on a scenic route. To be on a 
paved automobile road, 30 minutes by 
trolley with 5-cent fare, and near a 
country club, there is the opportunity 
for the young fellow of today.

ilwaukee, Wis., October 7-—Items, 
1 as “touches,” a “hammer” and

The details were given by Rodney 
Sackett, one of the Stephenson cam- 
paign managers, in response to an an- 
nouncement by Senator W. B. Hey- 
burn, the chairman, that the total ex- 
penditure of $107,793 would have to be 
explained to overcome the presump- 
tion that it had wrongfully used.

Of the total expenditures, Sackett 
handled $98,083. Asked to explain what 
was meant by “touches” and trip 
through the Ghetto, the witness said 
he did not Know, as that probably wads 
ordered through his office on the au 
thority or other campaign managers. 

“As the responsible custodian of the 
Senator Stephenson fund, and knowine 
that you were required by the law of 
Wisconsin to render an itemized ac- 
count of every item over $5, it would 
seem that you had not paid much at- 
tention to the subject,” said Senator 
Hevyburn. 

The newspaper advertising In the 
campaign Sackett said amounted toa 
$12,696. In one instance Senator Ste-+ 
phenson paid $1,500 for a list of farm- 
ers’ names, paying for them at the rate 
of Il cent a name and an extra one- 
half cent for each subsequent use of the 
same names.

APPROACH with far less will- 
ingness than any other de 
partment of the subject of beauty 
culture that of what to eat. It were 
far easier to write of what not to 
eat. But if I enumerated all the ar- 
ticles of food against which there Is 
some objection, I should enumerate 
them all. and then my disciples 
among my readers would starve. 
You recall the jest of your tall 
American comedian, De Wolf Hop- 
per? He said: “My physician told 
me to eat no nitrogenous nor cart- 
bonaceous foods. I didn’t know what 
they were, so I don’t eat anything.” 
But. seriously, the subject of diet 
fs one about which doctors, as 
as lesser folk, know very 
Ask them how to bathe, 
how to sleep, how to  exer- 
cise, how to rest, and they will 
answer fully, with intelligence and 
information, but ask them what to 
eat and they will answer in a gen- 
eral way, or will frankly say to you: 
“That is something I and my profes 
sion know: little about. I wish we 
knew more.” 

There are ardent advocates of one 
system of diet or another, one 
food panacea or another. Some aid- 
vocate wholly vegetable diet, though 
the presence of pointed teeth in our 
mouths would indicate that some 
creative Intelligence had designed 
that we should consume flesh as well 
as herbs. Some argue for a fruit 
dict, and I do not scorn those who 
make the argument, for I admit that 
gome of them are my peers. Some 
believe we can live with profit upon 
nuts. They are exceedingly nutri- 
tious, as much so as meat. But I 
believe that we require, as the vart- 
ous sorts of teeth we have indicate, 
a mixed diet. We have grinding 
teeth for masticating corn and 
grains. We have cutting teeth for 
meat. 

Out of the chaos of conflicting ad- 
vice, and the discouragement of no 
advice at all, we should select a 
dietary of our own, adapted to our 
particular needs, and governed not 
at all by what we “like.” 

The tact that what we enjoyed last 
Spring we do not care for now 
shows that our tastes may be 
ehanged, that our “likes” can be 
that indeed there are 
chemical changes in the body by 
which the need of one kind of food 
passes, and the need of another 
“ren .st belicve w? should let our 
appetite for one kind of food govern 
us.. The fact that we crave it is no 
proof that itis good for us. Once that 
was accepted #S an unerring guide 
for the quality and quantity of food, 
until we noticed that persons who 
ate as much as they liked became 
gluttonous invalids, sickened and 
even died. from over eating. Also 
we noticed that persons craved very 
odd articles of diet; for instance, 
1 ore were those who thought they 
had an ungovernable appetite for 
slate pencils. So I have decided 
that for me, at least, the fact that | 
hunger, or seem to hunger, for some 
dish does not in the least lead me to 
choose it. I always ask myself “Ig 
it good for me? Will it nanrish me? 
Will it react upon nerves or voice op 
temper? Will it cause me to grow 
fat? If so, I will not eat it.”

Get it firmly into your minds, my 
dear readers, that appetite is true 
and false, and that even seeming 
hunger may not be hunger at all but 
a habit we have created of eating a 
certain amount or certain kind of 
food, and we will seriouslY distrust 
them both. Decide only what sort 
of food you need and how often it is 
necessary for you to eat, and be ab- 
solutely stern with yourself. Then 


the new habit will soon be formed, 


and your master hours and mistress 
dishes will no longer rule you.

The Care of House Pilants—No. 2 


By M. B. Gleason. 


NB of the chief causes of poor 
(J plants is the jardiniere. 
Flower pots are porous, 
and for a reason. Jardinieres 
are glazed, and if plants are 
placed in them there is no way for 
the surplus water to escape or for 
evaporation to take place, and the 
earth soon becomes sour -and unfit 
for plans food. If a jardiniere is 
used for ornamental _purposes it 
should be sufficiently large to allow 
at least one-half inch space be- 
tween it and the plant-pot, and the 
pot should rest on a block of wood 
or brick so that any surplus water 
will not come in contact with the 
pot. 
If it is necessary to leave plants 
uncared for for a few days or a 
week it may be done without injury 


by placing some old-fashioned build- 
ing bricks in a tub of water so that 
the water just comes to the top 
of the bricks and place a pot on 
each~brick. The bricks are porous 
and will absorb water, and the pot 
-. turn wil) absorb a certain 
amount of moisture from the bricks. 
Of course, this method of watering 
will not answer for any great length 
of time and only serves for an 
emergency absence where plants 
a be left uncared for for a short 
me. . 


Do not let a plant stand in a 
saucer of water. No plant, not 
aquatic, will grow well with its feet 
in water constantly. 

Do not chill plants by opening 
a window directly upon them in cold 
weather. Plants require fresh air, 
but should be protected from chill. 

Do not place too near the window 
in Winter or allow the leaves to 
rest against the window pane where 
they are likely to be touched by the 
frost. 

Do not put oil on the leaves of 
rubber plants o, palms. It will soon 
fill up the pores of the leaves and 
injure the plant. If a particularly 
glossy appearance is desired, put a 
little milk in water and sponge the 
leaves carefully. 

If palms have a tendency to grow 
out of the soil do not repot them 
and try to keep the surface roots 
covered. It is the nature of some 
plants to grow that way, and no 
harm will come. By repotting too 
deep decay may be caused. 

Put plants out in the Summer 
rain as much as possible, but be 
sure .t is a warm rain. Do not sub- 
ject a plant to a sudden change of 
temperature by taking it from a 
very warm room and putting it into 
a cold rain. 

An eastern exposure is the best 
for plants. I have never found any 
plants that do very well in a north 
window, except, perhaps, the agave 
and the Aspidistra, and possibly the 
primrose. ven my ferns and palms 
do much better In an eastern light. 
Plants vary in regard to the amount 


of sun they require. Horticulturists 
tell us to keep palms and ferns 
entirely out of the sun, but I have 
found that the early morning sun, 
say up to 10 o'clock, is beneficial 
rather than detrimental. Certainly 
neither palms nor ferns should be 
put in the strong Summer sun nor 
close to a window where the Winter 
sun will shine upon the glass and 
burn them. 

If plants are desired for orna- 
ment in shady corners it is best to 
have two plants so that one may 
be half of the time in a strong 
light. A plant will soon die if left 
in a dar. part of the room for more 
than two days at a time. 

Geraniums and rubber plants re 
quire considerable sun. 

If plants are of good color, retain 
their foliage and put forth a cer 
tain amount of new growth, you 
may know that the care they have 
been receiving is all they require 
Such plant need no especial atten- 
tion besides the weekly sprinkl 
and the daily watering, ete, un 
it is time to repot them in 
Spring. : 

But if the leaves are a pale color, 
with the ends dry and rown, of 
brown spots appear here and there 
on the leaves, or the leaves drop 
off, you may know something ig 
wrong. The plant has had either 
too little or too much water; it has 
been placed in too strong a sun; it 
is root-bound; there are worms in 
the soil that are feeding on the 
tender roots; or other parasites are 
destroying the vitality of the plang

Le Creusot, in the 
Saone-et-Loire, France, is pointed out 
by Mary Heaton Vorse, in an article 
in Success Magazine, as an example of 
how babies-may be saved in industrial 
communities. Le Creusot is an indus- 
tria! town of the purest type, and its 
population centers around the machine 
shops and steel works of Schneider & 
Company. The employers in this great 
manufactory came to the sensible con- 
clusion that it would be better for 
them to raise their own workers and 
that these workers must be strong 
and healthy. 

Dr. Pinaud, in his study of the course 
taken by the company, notes in @n 
article in the Academie de Medicine, 
1905: 

“That the average. déath rate of chil- 
dren under one year of age in France 
is 16 per cent; that the average death 
rate of industrial towns of 30,000 to 
3.000.000 inhabitants at 20.8 per cent, 
but that Le Crevsot for a 10-year peri- 
od had an average death rate of 11,64 
per cent.”

“Get the physical being in a good, 
(healthy condition, and you have the 
basis for building up the individual! in 
every direction; of making her see life 
as it is; and of seeking her part in life 
and the joy of it,” she states. 

“Half the dissatisfaction that one 
hears of among women wage-earners 
is due more to their own viewpoint of 
life than to any other influences, 
though there may be imaginary influ- 
ences playing against them. In the 
of these cases it will be 
found there is some physical condition 
which is due, not necessarily to organic 
defects, but to an ignorance of how 
to live and how to be healthy. The 


healthy woman, whether she be of the 
leisure or wage-earning class, is sel- 
dom the unhappy woman. While the 
wage-earning woman who is making 
a success of her business is not the one 


who declaims against hard work con- 
tinually, but the one who is so inter- 
ested in her work, she has not time to 
consider whether it ts hard or not. To 
reach this normal state, however, she 
must enjoy good health. This can be

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ip “The brown tail moth is a 


flying death that poisons 
air as it flies.”’

Melrose Highlands, Mass., Aug. 10. 

HE browntail moth, once re- 

garded as only a menace 

to trees, has now proved 

itself a dangerous plague in New 

England. It has caused much sgeri- 
ous illness and even death. 

The work of the United States 
Government scientists at this 
place in keeping down the pest 
bas been rendered very difficult 


and dangerous by wholesale cases

the mischief is attributable chiefly to a chemical pol- 
son contained in the hairs. This poison attacks the red 
corpuscles of the blood, breaking them down and caus- 
ing their discs, ordinarily circular, to assume a jagged 
outline. 

The poison is, like that of the mosquito and other 
insects, of complex make-up, and has hitherto defied 
analysis. Only its deadly effects are known. 

When the hairs come in contact with the human 
body the numerous barbs with which they are armed, 
each many times sharper than the finest needle, pene- 
trate the skin. They inoculate the victim’s system 
with the poison and the sickness is aggravated by the 
many tiny wounds caused by the barbs. 

The first symptom of the disease is a skin eruption, 
often very painful and accompanied by severe inflam- 
mation. This is the so-called “browntail rash,” which 
has afflicted tens:of thousands of people in New Eng- 
land districts that suffer from the brown 
tail diseases. 

The browntail rash is bad enough, but it 
is far from being the worst mischief caused 
by this abominable insect. Uufortunately, 
in the Summer time incalculable numbers 
of caterpillar hairs, together with many con- 
tributed by the flying moths, float about the 
air, so that people are liable to breathe or 
swallow them. It is positively dangerous to 
interfere with their cocoons on this account, 
inasmuch as they are interlaced with the 
poisonous hairs. 

When the hairs find their way into the 
stomach or into the lungs they are liable to 
produce serious and even fata] poisoning. No 
antidote is known. 

The disease is principally spread by the 
breaking up of cocoons and browntail webs 
in which hairs are scattered. This may be 
done through persons trying to clear out the 
breeding places of the pests, or it may occur 
just naturally through the action of the wind 
in scattering the hairs. 

People in infested localities have been 
warned not to hang out underclothes and 
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bedding in the open, lest browntail hairs 
alight on them and spread the disease. 

In the laboratory here there has been a 
great deal of trouble from the disease, in 
addition to the sad death mentioned. The

of poisoning among them. Dozens of men engaged in 
destroying the caterpillars and cocoons have been 
compelled to abandon the work, and one field expert, 
Douglas Clemans, died from a disease contracted at 
his duties. 

Mr. Clemans was engaged in fixing burlap girdles, 
which are used in fighting the pest, to trees in place 
of old ones. These old girdles became loaded with 
poisonous browntail hairs, and in this way he received 
apn enormous amount of the poison in his system with 
fatal results. 

Many hundreds of people in various infested tocali- 
ties have suffered from the distressing “browntail 
rash.” Housewives have been made seriously il] by 
inhaling the floating caterpillar hairs which they scat- 
tered through the air while sweeping the larvae or 
their cocoons from porches and other places about the 
house The cocoons are interlaced with hairs. Moths 
caterpillars and cocoons are equally dangerous. 

Like the gypsy moth, the browntai] destroys the 
leaves of trees and shrubbery. The female gypsy moth, 


however, is not able to fly, and so her species is 
obliged to depend for distribution upon such accidental 
transportation as is afforded by milk wagons or other 
vehicles. But the browntail moth, of both sexes, is a 
strong flyer, and is thus enabled to extend its territory 
with comparative rapidity. . Before very long it will 
crtainly appear in New York State, and in the course 
of time it is likely to become a plague in many other 
parts of this country. 

Much money will then have to be spent by commu- 
nities in fighting it. Up to date the most effective 
means of destroying it has been to spray infested trees 
with a solution of arsenate of lead, thrown high into 
the air by a high-power machine with a multiple-cylin- 
der pump connected with a gasoline engine of auto 
type. Such a machine will deliver thirty-five gallons 
a minute. 

It was hitherto supposed that the painful and often 
dangerous symptoms were due solely to mechanical 
irritation by the caterpillar hairs, which are barbed 
throughout their length, but it is now discovered that 


was obliged not long ago to resign, in order 
to save his life, because his lungs had be- 
come affected. 

At this laboratory large quantities of browntall mate 
rial] are constantly arriving from various parts of Eu- 
rope, packed in boxes. These importations are made 
for the purpose of securing parasitic enemies of the 
browntail moth. 

In this way not only the browntail caterpillars, but 
also their egg-<clusters, chrysalids and Winter nests are 
brought in. They are intrusted to the care of the chief 
stewards of steamers, and are carried in the cold rooms 
of the transatlantic liners to New York and Boston. 
The Collector of Customs at New York has orders to 
admit all such packages without examination—so pre- 
cious are they, and so important is it that they shall 
arrive in the best possible condition, 

All of this work is being carried on under the gen- 
eral direction of Prof. L. O. Howard, the Government 
entomologist-in-chief. In Massachusetts the two great in- 
sect problems at preSent are the browntail moth and 
the gypsy moth, the fight against which is being con- 
ducted from the laboratory here ag _  head- 
quarters.

F all the topsy-turvy places in the 
world the little island of Ceram, 
takes the prize. Ceram is ir fact a 

geographical treak with otkcr freakish as- 
v.cts which would puzzle even an eminent 
fau al naturalist. 

In Ceram the roots of the trees do not 
grov in the ground, but in the air 

In Ceram the sands of the beach are 
alive and walk under your feet with a 
strange discuncerting motion and odd dis- 
concerting sound. 

12 Ceram fishes walk on the land and 
climb treas. For half a mile about the 
island are mud flats which are seldom more 
than lightly covered by the tides, and in 
this mud the walking fish have their homes. 

These three of the strangest features of 
Surinam is the result of an effort at ad- 
justment by flora and fauna with their 
surroundings. 

They do not get much food in the mud. 
On the other hand there are large num 
bers of edible flies and moths about the 
trees, which they like exceeding'y, and 
into strong, leg-like flippers The front fins 
have developed into ambulative organs 
like finned crutches. The gills have become 
smaller, and retain the power of holding a 


small quantity of water. 

When the water they have retained in 
their gills, and through which the air comes, 
Is exhausted, they go back to have their lit- 
tle water tank filled and then return. 

The sands move because the beach ts 
made up of billions upon billions of hermit 
crabs, some so smal] that they are almost 
microscopic, and others as large as a man’s 
fist. These crabs are ever in motion and 
produce the uncanny shifting aspect of the 
sands 

The trees are a species of fig and have 
very little soil to extend their roots, and 
that soil is mainly mud. The consequence 
is that the roots have formed the habit of 
growing out of the trunk, sometimes as high 
as twenty feet above the surface of the 
ground, and from that height they spread 
to more ROUESERD I portions of the ground 
where there is more food for the tree 

Director W T Hornaday, of the Bronx 
Zoo, New York, is the only person who ever 
succeeded in capturing any of the walking 
fish of Surinam When he visited the island 
his native boatman said that it was im pos- 
sible to catch any of the fish, as they could 
go faster than a man and immediately 
sought refuge in the mud. 


. Director Hornaday determined to try. He 
took one of his black helpers and made his 
way quietly toward where a number of the 
fish were basking on the roots of a tree. As 
he approached the fish jumped and with 
their strange leaping movements made 
their way toward their mud home. Director 
Hornaday determined to pursue them even 
in the mud.

Some Unknown Facts About 


Trip of Christopher Co- 
lumbus Which Recent In- 
vestigations Have Brought 


to Light. 


THE DISCOVERY OF AMERIC.: 

On a starry night, when al] the 
world seemed at peace, three sma!) 
vessels were sailing upon an unknow: 
@ea. For days they had been sailine 
onward, ever onward, with nothing t 
break the monotony of the voyage. 
Other than the constant quarrels amone 
the crew and for the past few days 
the open threats of mutiny, againsi 
their leader. 

Upon the fright of October 11, 14%. 
Christopher Columbus could be seer 
pacing the high poop deck of ‘the 
leading vessel. forever gazing onward, 
Searching the unknown. 

Suddenly a light seems to flicker far 
ahead, or was it only a star? The; 
Watcher stands rooted to the spot. His | 
eyes bulge with the intensity of his | 
@aze, which has never left the spot 
where the light first appeared. Now 
he see it again: it moves; instantly | 
he follows it, straining for a better | 
sight of it, and as he gazes the light 
Seems to grow bigger and bigger, even 
as his heart beats faster and faster, 
as the light grows larger. 

The stiliness of the night is rent 
With a cry, a cry of joy, with all the 


pent-up energy and relief of weeks of 
Suffering, trial and disappointment. | 
Lights! Moving lights! Land Ho! Dead 
ahead! 

The vessels awake to life as if by! 
Magic. The stillness is broken by the 
tramp of mdny feet Wild cheers, 
from the crew, put life and energy into 
Svery human being, for well they know 
that victory is theirs. That they have 
conquered the unknown sea, that eter- 
hal fame is theirs and that the name 
of Columbus and the crews of tie 
three wooden vessels will be writ in 
the history of the world. 

On Friday, August 3. 1492, the Santa 
Maria, Pinta and Nina left Valos, Spain, 
for the Canaries, and about a month 
later sailed away from there ‘into the 
Ereat unknown, On seas that had never 
been navigated before 

As day after day passed and there 
Was no sign of land, the crews became 
turbulent and mutineus. Columbus en- 
couraged them with the hopes of re- 
Waids and nis own dominating will. 
Saying that he had come to discover 
the “Far Wast’’ and would not turn 
back until he reached India. 

At length, after a voyage of 71 days, 
at about 10 p. m., of October 11, Colum- 
bus was on the poop deck of the 
Santa Maria and saw a moving light 
in the distance, the first sign of life 
that had been seen since leaving the 
Canaries. 

i‘reated As Gods, 

At dawn a wooded shore lay before 
them and strange people, of a coppery 
color, could be seen as they ran alone 
the shore, between the trees. The 
commander, with the banner of the 
€xpedition in his hand, at the head of 
his followers, landed, as he supposed, 
on the eastern shore of India, and took 
possession of the country in the name 
cf the king and queen of Spain. 

A group of natives watched the 
movements of these Strange invaders 
and seemed to regard them as gods. 
Thinking he was in India, Columbus 
called these copper-colored natives 
Indians.

The Second Voyage, 

The departure of the second voyag 
was a brilliant contrast to the gioom 
and hesitation surrounding the firs: 
start. At dawn, September 20, 1493, | 
the bay of Cadez was white with the 
sails of the seventeen ships of this 
fleet. About sunrise the entire fleet 
and its 700 men was under way. This 
expedition first saw the land of the 
New World in some of the lesser arch- 
ipelagos of the West Indies, visited 
Porto Rico and finally reached Hispan- 
jola the latter part of November, only 
to find that the colony of La Naviéad 
was in ruins, with silence and marks 
of death everywhere. From the na- 
tives Columbus learned that his men, 
seon becoming disorganized, had mis- 
treated them, and when at last their 
repacity and licentiousness’ fad become 
unbeurable, they, the natives, had risen 
against the colony and destroyed it. 
Thus, withig a few short months after 
Spain's entPance into the New World, 
she inaugurated her policy of rapacity, 
which marked all her colonial posses- 
stons in the Americas. 

Leaving the scene of this disaster, 
Columbus founded another colony some 
distance further along the coast and 
cailed it Isabella. While this enter- 
prise was being established, Columbus 
and part of his followers went on an 
exploring expedition into the interior 
of the island. Gold and afew other 
yaluable minerals were found in very 
‘geant quantities, so little, in fact, that 
the explorers became discouraged and 
returned to Isabella, where sickness 
and envy among the leavers caused 
quarre!s between themselves, while the 
indians were again in open warfare.

Cremation is thus a legal pro- 
cedure in that country. In the United 
States 13.012 cremations were reported 
between the years 1876 and 1900. 

“The number of crematories is 
steadily increasing; it is not rare to see 
among the toombs tn cemeteries colum- 
baria, where the ashes of other dead 
are inurned. In Boston the idea of 
substituting crematories for potter's 
fields has long been agitated: this 
might well be done in all large citiees, 
with obvious advantages and with no 
essential disadvantage of any § kind 
whatever. At quarantine in New York 
harbor the bodies of immigrants who 
have died of infections are (in accord- 
ance with the statutes) burned on 
Swinburne Island in the lower bay: 
though this is not done if,the relatives

SOLD IN 


Savannah, Ga., October 7.—(Special.) 


With the purchase this morning of) 


the property at Nos. 19, 21 and 23 
West Bay street by William W. Os- 
borne from the Savannah Bank and 
Trust Company one of the most his- 
toric pieces of property in Savannah 
changes hands. 

At present used for office purposes 
the property is so old that there -is no 
living man who can give its complete 
history, although at one time it was 
the most aristocratic hotel in Savan- 
nah. The sale was made through 
George A. Mercer and the property) 
was bought by Mr. Osborne for invest- 
ment purposes. It is understood the 
purchase price was $12,000. At this 
it is regarded as one of the 
biggest real estate bargains of the 
year. The property adjoins that fre- 
cently sold through Mr. Mercer to 
Julius. Hirsch and leased by the Sa- 
vannah Electric Company for its gen- 
eral offices. 

One of Few Landmarks. 

The building, which was once oc- 
cupied by the City hotel, and which 
is now used for stores and offices, is 
one of the few remaining landmarks 
of the city. The date of its erection 
is unknown, the oldest residents of 
the city only remembering the fact 
that it was occupieq by the principal 
hotel of the city as far back as the 
thirties. 

The land on which the building 
stands has an interesting history. It 
was granted by the ktng of England 
to Richard Dormer on March 5, 
Dormer being a Tory, after the revo- 
lution the land was confiscated and 
sold by the commissioners of confis- 
cated estates to Thomas Mills on Oc- 
tober 30, 1783. Mills s®ld it to Robert 
and John Bolton on November 6, 1800, 
and the Boltons sold it to Jane M. 
Early on March 25, 1817, 

Darien Bank Owned It. 

It remaineg in the Early family for 
some time, being sold by Elezar Early 
to the Bank of Darien on April 5, 1825. 
The Bank of Darien sold it to the 
Marine Fire Insurance Bank of Geor- 
gia on May 10, 1828. The latter bank 
then sold it to William I. Scott on 
May 15, 1829, and the Scott estate 
sold it to Lawrence O’Byrne on June 1, 
1835. The O'Byrne family held the 
land until June 10, 1877, when it was 
sold to Calvin Gilbert. It remained in 
the Gilbert family until December, 
1902, when it was sold to the Savan- 
nah Bank and Trust Company. 

It would appear that during the 
ownership of Scott and O’Byrne the 
City hotel attained its fullest growth.

The turning point 
in the trial came, it is said, when the 
mother told the judge that if she could 
be closeted with the defendant alone 
for a few moments she could definitely 
decide whether or not he was her son. 
Her request Was granted. What test 
was made in thelittie jury room isnot 
known, but the mother soon returned 
to the court room and with tears run- 
ning down her face declared that the 
man was not her son. 

As in the Kimmel case, the appear- 
ance of the alleged son differed in 
many respects from that of the man 
who had left home, but he likewise 
claimed that these changes had been 
caused by the intervening years of 
prison life. On the other hand, he ex- 
hibited scars which cortesponded with 
those which had been borne by the 
man he claimed to be. When a wit- 
ness described the marks caused by a 
snake bite on the leg of young Bunk- 
ley, the defendant rolled up his trous- 
ers and showed to the jury correspond- 
ing marks- upon his leg. 

Account of the Case. 

A full account of the case was writ- 
ten up by a pamphleteer and incor- 
porated in White's Historial Collec- 
tions of Georgia, as follows:

Foliowing is the description of Jesse 
L. Bunkiey when he left Georgia: Light 
complexion, a little inclined to be 
swarthy; light hair, yellow eyes, face 
full and round, a deep dimple in the 
chin, nose large and a little turned up 
at the end, large hips, thighs and legs, 
a full body, but slim around the waist. 
The middle 
bit off above the nail, 
gone; a Scar on the right side of 
neck, a scar under the left knee pan. 
A mark is aiso described on a private 
part of Bunkley by Mr. Williams, who 
was present when he got the wound. 

About the year 1831, when the belief 
of Bunkley's death generally prevailed 
in Georgia, a counter report sprang 
up that he was yet alive. Rumors 
reached Clinton that he had been seen 
chain to a block working on the 
Streets and the levee at New Orleans. 
In 1832 or 18338 the report became cur- 
rent that he was confined in the cala- 
boose in New Orleans. 

About this time a correspondence 
Was commenced between a person in 
the calaboose and a lawyer in Clinton, 
in which the former represented him- 
self to be Jesse L. Bunkley, and wrote 
under that name to procure money to 
aid him in his difficulties, from the 
estate of William D. Bunkley. The in- 
dividual in the calabuoose was visited 
by Major Wynn, of Columbus, who 
knew Bunkley, but who identified him 
to be the prisoner on his triak He 
was convicted and confined ig the cal- 
aboose under the name of Elijah Bar- 
ter for having torged bank notes ig his 
possession. He afterwards opened up 
& correspondence with Mrs. Bunkley, 
but failed to satisfy her of his identity. 
This individua' had been known as 
Elijah Barter by many citizens of Ma- 
con, Milledgeville, Augusta and eijse- 
| where for many years. He had been 
seen as late as 1828 in Milledgeville, 
three or four years after Bunkley aad 
left the state. He was a wild, dissi- 
(pated, intemperate man, exiremely il- 
literate, and frequently arrested for 
breaches of the law. 

Barter first demanded the estate 
'from the guardian of Bunkley by power 
of attorney, purported to have been

He 
shows a small spot for a scar on the 
side of the neck, under the right jaw- 
bone. A very peculiar mark on a@ pri- 
vate member is proved. sue had not 
lost any of his fingers, and had perfect 
nails on all of them. 

One of the witnesses described a 
scar Or scars on Bunkley'’s leg from 
the bite of a gnake. Barter exhibited 
himself before the jury and scars were 
found on his right leg. very much re- 
semb.ing the description of the wounds 
from the snake bite. 

Ninety-eight witnesses were sworn 
in behalf of the state, and thirty-nine 
in behalf of the prisoner. 

The jury was out but a few minutes 
and returned a verdict of guilty. The 
prisoner was sentenced to five years

The employers in this great 
manufactory came to the sensible con- 
clusion that it’ would be better for 
them to raise their own workers and 
that these workers must be strong 
and healthy. 

Dr, Pinaud, in his study of the course 
taken by the company, notes in an 
— in the Academie de Medicine, 
L¥O5: 

“That the average death rate of chil- 
dren under one year of age in France 
is 16 per cent; that the average death 
rate of industrial towns of 30,000 to 
3,000,000 inhabitants at 20.8 per cent, 
but that Le Crevsot for a 10-year peri- 
od had an average death rate of 11.04 
per cent.” 

The recommendations made by W. M. 
Schneider to the country at large to 
secure the results atttained at Le 
(‘reusot were to: 

“(1) Ameliorate the general living 
conditions such as sanitary housing 
and sanitary conditions of towns. 

(2) Raise the wages of the workmen 
to a point

(3) Give the assurance of gratuitous 
medical assistance.” 

While Dr. Pinaud recognizes 
advantages of sanitary housing, 
places a. special emphasig upon 
wage scale.

It is indeed a modern depart 
store, One of the comeaiadasy "ane 
nouncements contains such diverse 
sugared almonds, white 
linen duck; ladies’ patent leather 
shves, “‘briar’’ pipes, baseball gloves, 
teething rings for babies. The canal 
employees make about 90 per cent. of 
all their purchases through the com- 
missary. 

In one respect the commissary is not 
like a “modern department store.” It 
does not sell shoddy cloth nor adulter- 
ated food. 

This restriction is also a violation 
of our accepted theory of business. 
Despite the venerable traditions of 
trade, despite the fact that cheating 
a customer was recognized as legiti- 
mate business as far back as ancient 
Rome, our government has turned its 
back on the old legal maxims of 
“Caveat Emptor.” In buying the com- 
missary insists that it shall not be 
cheated and in selling it goes to un- 
heard of lengths in safeguarding the 
interests of the buyers.

Checkered Career of State 
Penitentiary ‘at Milledge- 
ville Vividly Reealled.

Interesting reminiscences, of 
old penitentiary system 
the old style prison in use at Mil- 
ledgeville before the war and of its 
destruction by fire when Sherman's 
torch lighted Georgia from Lookout 
Mountain to the chast, have been re- 
called by the mammoth iron key to 
the old penitentiary which wes recent- 
ly presented to Chairman R. E. Davil- 
son, of the prison commission. 

This rusty old Key is the only con- 
necting link between the medern pris- 
on system and the antiquated system 
in vogue before the war. It is an in- 
teresting reminder of the early 
days when Georgia worked its con- 
victs for a profit at making shoes, 
clothing, wagons and other articles for 
sale—a reminder of the days before 
the now discredited lease system, and 
before the present period of employ- 
ing, convicts in the building of better 
roads.

Pthat time there were about 250 prison- 


ers, all whites; there were two or 
three white females who, along with 
some men, were serving a sentence for 
trying to destroy by fire the Lanier 
Hotel of Macon. There were also some 
United States prisoners. About the 
time of+Sherman’s approach to Mil- 
ledgeville, Goverrfo®r Joseph E. Brown 
was living in the governor’s mansion, 
now occupied by the president of the 
G. N. & IL College. and he offered to 
every convict a pardon if they would 
join the confederate army, with the 
exception of those who were life pris- 
oners, and United States prisoners. All 
accepted, but few of them made good 
most of them de- 
serting. 

“The penitentiary was rebuilt after 
the war, the only parts having been 
damaged by fire being: the roofs and 
floors, and it was used us a peniten- 
tiary for ‘some years. I do not re- 
member the date when Georgia changed 
its system and -leased convicts, but 
the firm of Grant & Alexander, railroad 
builders and contractors, were the first 
lessees that I recollect. They built 
most of the extension of the line of 
Georgia railroad from Camak to Ma- 
con, via Milledgeville.

useless and unhygienic habit of 
hand-shaking is being carried on by 
scientists al) over the civilized world. In 


Europe this crusade against one of the most 
general and efficacious means of distributing 
the germa of disease has already gained 
popular headway. In this country bills have 
been introduced in the Legislatures of sev- 
era] States with the object of legally restrict- 
ing the practice of both kissing and hand- 
shaking. 

Of these two means of spreading disease 
ecientifiCc judgment gives the palm to the 
senseless hand-shaking habit, the hand being 
the organ of organs in man that places him 
in communication with surrounding objects, 
and by its very structure and function being 
specially adapted to collect minute bacteria 
of disease, to preserve them in an active 
etate and to mechanically transplant them 
‘fm the mucus of mouth and nose, there to 
multiply and do their deadly work. 

And, thanks to tho universal custom of 
hand-shaking, the cleanly hand and its own- 
er’s body are at the mercy of every dirty, 
germ-collecting hand. 

The palm of the human hand is a most 
admirable catch-all and preservative of germ 
life. It is composed of lines and ridges to 
catch and detain minute objects, of which 
disease germs are the most minute and 
easily detained, and is pierced with myriad 
pores communicating with the underlying 
mucus and glandular tissues, which supply 
ample moisture and nutrition to maintain the 
activity of germ life. 

The hand is constantly touching objects 
most calculated to be infested with disease 
tmicrobes—handkerchiefs, toothpicks, gloves, 
hats, boots, hanging straps in trolley cars, 
stair rails; a hundred times a day its fingers 
go to the nose, the mouth or the hair—all 
repositories, and the two former. important 
culture receptacles of multiplying germ life. 

Every trade and profession furnishes its 
epecial access fo morbid bacteria, with the 
hand the triumvhant collecting and preserv- 
ing medium. If you are introduced to a 
stranger, who, according to custom, extends 
his hand with friendly intent, the same ab- 
surd custom bars you from withholding your 
own hand until he gives a satisfactory answer 
to your question: 

“Is your hand clean? Are you & sausage 
maker, a tripe seller, a pork butcher or a 
dresser of the hides of dead animals?’’ 

No; through custom and habit you weakly 
take the hand offered to you and hope for tle 
Dest. Quite possibly you go home, examine 
the baby’s first tooth and leave in its mouth 
the cause of a fatal attack of some intestinal 
disease.

HENEVER we shake hands with 4an- 

W other—whether friend or stranger 

—prudent care of. our health de- 

mands an early use of soap, water and a 
clean towel. 

Every time we shake hands with another 
we face a possible menace to our lives 
which, though- often exceedingly slight, is 
never wholly absent. Science has told us— 
and in no uncertain way—that a threat of 
possible death hovers over us, like a sword 
of Damocles, when we fail to thoroughly 
cleanse our hands following their contact 
with the hands of other human beings. 

Diseased ople—and there are _ thou- 
sands of the at large—by shaking hands 
with others scatter the virus of their 
respective diseases wherever they go. Being 
immune themselves, they do not suspect the 
fact of their great danger to others, who have 
never had these diseases. It does not, there 
fore, occur to them that their lack of clean- 
liness in nof caring; with the utmost atten- 
tion, to the condition of their hands is scat- 
tering death in every direction. 

But it is the handling of food and milk by 
these carriers, or by those with whom they 
have shaken hands, that causes the greatest 
mischief. Our public health and marine hos- 


pital service has collected and published re. 


ports of numerous epidemics of scarlet fever, 
diphtheria and typhoid fever that have been 
positively proven to be due to virus grown 
in milk and ice cream. 

The danger ie not, as many imagine, in a 
direct transmission of the disease germs from 
our hands to our bodies. The cells of 
our bodies can kill multitudes of dis- 
ease germs, but there is a limit to 
their killing powers, and the few taken 
upon our hands by contact with other 
human hands have to reach a place 
where they are capable of multiplying 
into a deadly dose. ° 

To those not familiar with the facts 
upon which euch conclusions are based 
such a claim savors of rank sensation- 
alism. To those who have learned the 
few simple facts these conclusions are 
well-nigh irresistible. 

Refusal to master the facts governing the 
prevention of disease and opposition to the 
sanitary efforts of boards of health is usual- 
ly due to our love for some time-honored

abandon. The hand-shaking habit, in the eyes of those who Know 
just what kinds of dirt a large number of human bands constantly 
carry, is an exceedingly filthy and disgusting one, yet it is likely to 
be a very long time before we are willing to give it up. 
Its origin, too, can scarcely commend it to us as a sacred one. Our 
savage ancestors, during their most savage state, are credited as 
being its originators. It was their proof of good intentions and an 


absence of contemplated treachery. While holding each other's 


right hands they could not very readily kill each other by stealth. 
As a habit it has persisted from that day to this, and as a habit 
it has been one of the most efficient means of passing disease 
along from individual to individual. 
On money, clothing, furniture, toys, house walls and the 
like disease germs soon perish. Those found in these 
places are usually dead or dying, since such conditions 
are found to be inimical] to their lives. On human 
hands, on the contrary, the germs are generally 
freshly deposited, hence very much alive and capa- 
ble, under suitable conditions, of rapidly multi- 
plying into countless millions. 
People having consumption, colds in the head, 
influenza and other diseases of the respiratory 
organs cannot avoid freshly covering their 
hands every few minutes with the virus of 
their diseases. When we shake hands 
with a man suffering from the grippe, 
of the nose or other similar 
* ailment their germs adhere to our 
“\ bands, and we become, to that ex- 
tent, disease carriers. If we pick 
our noses with our infected fin- 
gers we sow these germs in 
the dead mucus, where they 
can wultiply into legions 
and overcome bodily re- 
sistance. 
In this way, from hand 
to hand, go colds, 
gTrippe, throat af- 
fections and the 
like. In the Heb- 
rides and other 
isolated small 
islands, where 
traffic is light, 
however bad the 
weather may be, 
they get no severe 
colds. Let a ship 
arrive in which the 
sailors have bad colds 
and soon every person on 
the island is sneezing and 
coughing. The bad weather 
fills the nose with dead mucus 
in which these germs can mul- 
tiply beyond the power of the 
celis to destroy them. 
Typhoid fever, eummer complainte, 
cholera, scariet fever, diphtheria and 
other infectious and contagious diseases 
have their carriers. People who have had 
typhoid fever become immune to its germs, 
but carry them for years and literally hand 
them out daily to those with whom they shake 
hands. They keep infecting their own hands, 
and, by contact; the hands of others. This, re 
member, Keeps on for many years after they have 
become to al] appearances perfectly well. 
Tens of thousands of human beings lose their lives 
by the lack of cleanliness of hand shakers who fail to 
wash their hands. Millions of babies go to their eter- 
nal rest through infected milk that probably would 
never have been Infected if more people made a reg- 
ular habit of washing their hands with greater fre- 
quency. 
The menace is one that is constant, and is 
certainly as deadly as it is constant, but it has been 
greatly misunderstood as regards its way of bringing 
death.

Fighting Death Away from Babies WITH SEA WATER

er extraordinary success of Professor 

Rene Quinton in treating diseases of 

children with his sea water cure is 
exciting great interest in the medical world. 
During the past Summer thousands of babies 
actually at the point of death from infantile 
cholera have been saved almost miraculously 
by the sea water cure. The treatment has 


been given in Paris and London. 

Professor Quinton’s treatment is based on 
a very interesting scientific theory. He bolds 
that every human being is a walking aqua- 
rium, a colony of little marine animals which 
must perpetually bathe in salt water to live. 
The sak water is the blood. If the water in 
the aquarium gets pure the fish become sick 
and die. 

Millions of years ago life originated in the 
oceans, which then practically covered the 
earth. The oceans were warm, about the 
present temperature of the blood. This 
theory also holds that the body shows a 
strong tendency to preserve in its interior 
former conditions of life on earth. 

Even now more than half the living creat- 
ures on the globe live in the sea. The first 
living creatures were tiny marine cells like 
the individual cells of the body. Competition 
and vartation then caused creatures of more 
than one cell to evolve. | : 

All sorts of complex forms were evolved, 
from corals and sponges up to fishes. Then 
came a time when the ocean became crowded 
and certain adventurous forms of life poked 
their noses out of the water and ventured 
occasionally upon the newly formed conti- 
nents. Someof their descendants forsook the 
element of their birth altogether and settled 
on land. In order to do this they had to 
carry a supply of the origina! life-giving salt 
fluid within them. We heave it to-day in the 
salty blood, for the animals that first left 
the ocean were the direct ancestors of man. 

Now the wasting condition which follows 
many diseases and particularly infantile Sum- 
mer diseases, is found to be accompanied by 
a loss of the salts of the blood. Professor 
Quinton’s remedy is to go to the primeval 
source of life and use it to restore the en- 
feebled body to health. He uses for this pur- 


pose water taken from the deep sea, contain- 


ing a full proportion of salts and marine life, 
and free from germs. He calls it “marine 
plasma.” It is injected into the body subcu- 
taneously. 

Professor Quinton sends me, from his hos- 
pital at 17, Rue d’Ouessant, the following de

two injections a day of marine plasma—one 
in the morning and the other at night—each 
injection of three and a half ounces at least. 
In very serious cases, which have reached the 
stage immediately preceding death agony, 
with the abdomen relaxed and hollow eyes

“As no evil effects follow, the doctor may, 
if he has the least doubt, employ the larger 
quantity in all cases. In extreme cases, which 
have reached the comatose stage, we frequent: 
ly make use of doses of ten ounces. 

“These injections of three and a half to 
geven ounces twice daily should be continued 
for six consecutive days. After this period 
the baby should continue to receive injec- 
tions of three and a half to seven ounces for 
at least a week, no matter what its apparent 
improvement may be. This is very important. 

“The dict during treatment should be as 
follows: The baby should be immediately fed 
with milk, and for the first six days should 
be given six or seven feeding bottles full per 
day, according to age, a daily supply equal to 
a tenth of the weight of the ghild. Twenty 
grammes (twelve drams) of pure water 
should be added to each bottle of milk. Be- 
tween every two bottles of milk the baby 
should be given a bottle of pure water, with- 
out sugar, each of thesd bottles of water be- 
ing half the size of ‘the bottles of milk. The 
child will take part or the whole of the water 
according to his thirst. 

“The first bottle of pure water should be

Studying Dreams to Cure Us 
| of Our Nervous Diseases. 


REAMS are always very. mysterious 
and interesting. They reveal the 
operations of our unconscious mind. 


Science has: lately been very busy trying to 
explain what they really mean. 

A particularly interesting series of erpert- 
ments with dreams has begun in the Henry 
Phipps Psychiatric Clinic of the Johns Hop 
kins University, Baltimore- The object of 
these experiments is to cure nervous dis 
eases by studying the dreams of the patients. 

The physicians are following out the 
teachings of Dr. Sigmund Freud, a physician, 
of Vienna, who believes that man is infiu- 
enced by two distinct personalities. One, 
Dr. Freud believes, has its influence in the 
waking hours, when man’s faculties and 
bodily action are at their helght. The other 
or lesser personality has its sphere of activ- 
ity when the body is in slumber and the 
mind, free from the distractions of active 
life, presents the field for its machinations. 

The scientists who are making the experi- 
ments start with the axiom: “Every state 
of nervousness denotes something lacking in 
the unconscious personality.” To make peace 
between the conscious and unconscious per- 
sonalities, to adjust their differences. as it 
were, is a cure for sick nerves. 

The new treatment is known as psycho 
analysis, which means the analysis of the 
soul and the mind. It is being conducted at 


worki, for his mind must not be influenced 
by the things he sees when his eyes first 
open. 

‘He will be asked to describe exactly the 
dreams that have occurred in the aight. 
What he tells is called, technically, the 
“manifest content.” Its interpretation and 
translation depend upon the system of Dr. 
Freud. 

From the dreams will be revealed the 
trend of thought, the clue to the trouble be- 
tween the two personalities of the pa- 
tient. The treatment that will follow 
will consist in bringing the two person- 
alities together, to harmonize them, to 
finally unify ther as closely as possi- 
ble. A smooth and happy disposition, 
before disrupted by the nerve-wreck- 
ing battles of the egos, will result. 

When the reminiscences and ideas sug. 
gested by the unconscious personality be 
come known to the conscious, which ig the 
stronger, the conflict ceases and the trouble 
vanishes. 

Dr. Burrow, in speaking of the experiments, 
referred to familiar quotations. He men- 
tioned Browning’s “God be thanked—the 
meanest of His creatures owns two soul- 
sides, one to face the world with and one to 
show & woman when he loves her.” He 
spoke of the Biblical expression, “Possessed 
of devils.” St. 
Paul, he thinks, 
must have re 
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increase the quantity of milk and give the 
child daily a ninth, then an eighth, then 
sevénth of its weight.

The seal is broken, a rubber tube, to which 
a forceps is clipped, is fastened to the lower 
end, and the hypodermic needle, in which the 
tube ends, is sterilized in a spirit lam}. 

The insertion of the needle gives a con- 
siderable shock to an adult, but a baby evi- 
dently feels leas pain. 

For the first three hours there is a feel- 
ing of swelling and stiffness. After this 
comes a shivering stage. This is accompanied 
by a fall in temperature and is followed in 
about half an hour by fever, the temperature 
rising to 103 degrees, but steadily declining 
from that figure after the first injection. 

After about an hour the temperature com- 
mences very slowly to fall and the fever, 
though it may still be comparatively high, 
does not prohibit sleep; but dne wakes after 


a few hours in an extraordinarily profuse . 


perspiration, which is of great benefit. 

I have seen babies recover under this 
treatment so rapidly that it was hard to 
believe the evidence of my own eyes. They 
had lost every quality which one associates 
with life. Their wizened bodies were the 
color of a corpse. The eyes were closed, the 
mouth was drawn across the purple face in 
a frightful grin. There was nothing but 
shrunken skin upon the skeleton. 

Yet within a few hours of the injection most 
of these poor creatures were visibly, almost 
happily, alive, and might even be drinking 
milk, which had not passed their lips for 
days or had only passed to return imme 
diately. .” 

It is not on infants only that the treatment 
performs its miracles. M. Quinton has in his 
possession photographs illustrating its effi- 

cy in a wonderful variety of diseases, many 

f them of a malignancy that responds but 
uncertainly to ordinary treatment. 

In his earlier experiments Professor Quin- 
ton took a dog and bled it of every drop of 
blood that would run out of its veins. The 
animal jay on the operating table to all ap- 
pearances dead.

Breathe and Bathe in Radium. 


By Prof. Paul Wichmann, 
Radium Specialist of the Hamburg Hospital! for Skin Diseases. 


E are now able to report a great 
many new observations con- 
cerning the effects of radium 


upon disease. 

I have been much interested fo 
find that the miners working in the 
radium-bearing region of Joachims- 
thal, in Bohemia, are free from rheu- 
matism and neuralgia. The drinking 
of radium-bearing water on the spot 
—not hottled—seems to have a good 


effect. 
The manner in which the emana 


tions of radium are absorbed by tle 


body was first studied by Professor 
Loewenthal, who says that even in 
daths of radium bearing water ab- 
sorption takes place not through the 
pores of the skin,.but through inhala- 
tion by the lungs, due to the gas- 
forming power of the emanations, 
and the impermeability of the skin 
to gases in water. 

In the inhalation treatment several 
persons may be treated at the same 
time. One method is to have the 
patients inhale over a vessel of warm 
water into which the radium ‘solution 
has been placed. But this is primi- 


portant and interesting fact that 
diseased. tissues absorb the radium 
ray8 much more readily than healthy 


tissue. This ie especially true in hupus 
(tuberculosis of the skin) and 
several forms of cancer. It should be 
noted that the effect of radium ts 
‘proportioned to the quantity of rays 
absorbed by the tissue treated. Lupus 
tissue absorbs twice as much as nor- 


mal tissue, i.e..66.7 per cent, as com- 
pared with 31.7 per cent in normal. 
In cancer 85.2 per cent of the rays 
are absorbed. 

I have recently treated thirty cases 
with a newly devised radium appara- 
tus. Many of these were lupus, pre 
senting deep, painful and dangerous 
sores. In twenty-three of these cases 
absolute and lasting cures were 
effected. 

Experiments in the Hamburg State 
Physical Laboratory have proved 
that when the human skin is sub- 
jected to the radium rays about two- 
thirds of the rays are absorbed. The 
outer skin absorbs but about one 
tenth, while the inner skin takes up 
more than half of the rays.

the absorption is considerable, but if 
two-thirds of an inch deep, the ab- 
sorption is limited. A bit of cancer 
growth at this depth seemed to ab- 
sorb only about 1-127 of the rays 
shed upon it. Here we have the very 
first instance of an exact measure- 
ment of the absorptive power of tis 
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diagnosié of repeated conversations, by ques 
tions delicately put, for perhaps there are 
gecrets in the patient’s mind that an abrupt 
questioning would fai) to bring forth.

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units solution. The nose and mouth 
of the patient are so covered that he 
must breathe the solution and ab- 
sorb it for several hours, oxygen be 
ing supplied from a reservoir. In 
this way a thorough circulation of 
the radium emanations is secured, 
without inconvenience. 

To treat a humber of persons at 
once sealed rooms are needed. For 
this purpose an ‘‘emanatorium” has 
been invented by Professor Loewen- 
thal. The stream of emanations is 
forced from the emanator by a 
stream of oxygen, calculated accord- 
ing to the number of persons in the 
room. The even distribution of the 
emanation gas mixture is regulated 
by an electric ventilator, which ab- 
sorbs the products or respiration and 
steam in a tower of chalk. In this 
way it is possible to treat six or 
eight patients at the same time in a 
single room thirty cubic feet in size. 
for three hours or more. 

Another apparatus for the same 
purpose has been devised, in which 
the patient is surrounded by a coil of 
tube, having little holes through 
a radio-active air is blown upon 

m. 

The agglutinating action of the 
serum of typhus feve: is arrestetd 
by radium rays. Even the poison of 
the deadly cobra has been made 
harmless by radium. 

We have established the most im- 


sue at different depths. 

The effects of radium rays upon 
the central nervous system are quite 
interesting. When the rays were ap- 
plied to the brain and spinal cord of 
young mice it was noted that lame 
ness and other nerve-paralysis en- 
sued, ending in death. Afterward it 
was found that there was hyperae- 
mia (excessive accretion of blood) in 
the brain, its coverings and in the 
spinal cord, and heavy loading of 
blood in all parts of the central ner- 
vous system. The front parts of the 
spinal cord were congested. 

When the radium rays-are played 
upon the exterior nerves of the 
human body there is a marked bene- 
ficial effect, especially in neuralgia. 

If @ capsule of radium be brought 
near or laid upon the head, there is 
& sense of diffused light. This is 
caused by the influence of the rays 
upon the eye, but the kind of effect 
upon the optic nerve is not compara- 
ble with that of ordinary light rays. 
In the latter physical sight is possi- 
ble, for there is a picture on the re- 
tina But the radium rays merely 
make certain parts of the eye fluores- 
cent, and the entire retina is suffused 
with light. Vision in the ordinary 
sense is impossible. Even the eye of 
the blind, in which retina and optic 
nerve are still preserved, may per- 
ceive a diffuse illumination and dis 
tingulah between light and darkness.

N autumn leaf is the daintiest 


kind of a pattern for making all 
pretty things.

This will make it somewhat smaller than the pic- 
ture to be inserted.

Pen-wipers, needle-books, polishers for eye- 
giasses can all be made out of these chamois map!e 
leaves, the outer one being €eined with gold or in- 
scribed with words that tell the use of the article. 
Instead of chamois, red, yellow and green woolen 
stuffs are used for the leaves, which are veined with 
silk. Sometimes in pen-wipers these heaves are laid 
to partly overlap on an oblong piece of cloth te 
which they are sewed, but a new way will be to wind 
milliner’s wire with dark brown silk, arranging it in 
like the stems tn a spray of leaves. When the gay 
woolen leaves are fastened on these, the bunch can 
be hung up. and will be an addition to any desk. 

To make a magazine cover, take a piece of stout 
hrown wrapping paper with a smooth surface, and 
fold it so it will be a little larger than the magazine 
laid yn it. The edges can be left torn or cut. The 
patterns of a spray of sumac and some oak leaves 
is traced on the front with a pencil, then the leaves 
are outlined and veined with brown.

State Normal school looks after it: 
large student body. 

Athens is undoubtedly Athens, 
focus of the state’s educational ac- 
tivity. There is no better place, en- 
vironmental conditions considered, 
where Georgia could have established 
its educational factories, and Athens 
has all of the airs of a true university 
town. And in this imperial city of 
education the Normal school occuples 
one of the. most envious of sites. Sit- 
uated just outside the incorporate 
limits, upon a gentle’ sloping hill 
(Athens is noted for its hills), the 
school enjoys all the benefits of city 
life without being thrust into the 
maelstrom of urban nervousness. City 
lights, city police, city fire and water 
service are all enjoyedqd by this insti- 
tution that has been rearing its eleven 
school buildings during the past four- 
teen years:

We crossed the tennis courts to the 
dining hall, a large two-storied build- 
ing with a broad and inviting plazza 
across the front.

Here the 
seniors under the matronage of Miss 
Kate Hicks, a member of the faculty 
live. We entered through the main 
entrance and went at once to where 
438 students were eating their supper. 

To feed so large a body of students 
at one time and in one room is a big 
undertaking. There are 32 tables with 
14 students at each table arranged in 
tiers about the room. The students are 
ali seated by classes. I looked about 
tc see where other students might be 
placed for I knew that the school had 
been obliged to refuse admission to 
some for lack of room and I wished to 
prove the reason for myself and I could 
not find room for another table. I won. 
dered what they would do if they had 
to take more and I asked Mr. Rhodes, 
for everybody does that when they 
want information.

to Mr. Rhodes for approval. 

The management of the dining room 
is in the hands of Mrs. H. M. Mathews, 
who is termed the housekeeper. All 
records of purchases are carefully kept 
by this competent woman and nothing 
is used that has not been carefully 
weighed or measured. Produce used 
from the farm is carefully recorde«c 
when it leaves that department and 
again when the housekeeper receives 
it and puts it away in her pantries, 

Food Carried on Rolling Trucks. 

Back of the large dining room and 
connected with it by two swinging 
doors is the serving room, Here upon 
the shelves bullt high along its two 
longest sides are stacked the china 
and the glassware. Pitchers and plates, 
glasses and serving dishes by the hun- 
dreds line the walls, In the center 
of the room are the large sinks for 
washing the silver and in the corner 
stands the tank for making coffee, 

Several rolling trucks,, three stories 


high, stand nearby ready to take food 


the dining room. These trucks 
carry the serving plates 
tables are being set before 
the students have entered for their 
meals. A large metal plate-warmer 
has recently been installed which keeps 
the serving dishes at the right. tem- 
perature for the tables. ‘ 

To one side of this serving room, 
and extending back to the large 
kitchen, {8s a room used for milk at 
one end and for small cuts of meat 
at the other. A sertes of windows 
extend along the west side and furnish 
ample light. The floor is made of con- 
crete and easily kept clean. 

On the east side of the bullding 
there is a corresponding room used for 
the washing of the hundreds of dishes 
used at every meal. Here a large 
dish-washing machine takes the plates, 
etc., Just as they come from the dining 
room and in-a few moments prepares 
them for the next meal. 

The kitchen is an exceedingly large 
room directly back of the serving room 
and contains a large double malleable 
range of-six ovens, a steam cooker for 
vegetables and ham, sinks for wash- 
ing purposes, tables for carving, pots, 
kettles and pans in numberless pro- 
fusion, 

Here three male cooks, one female 
cook and two helpers prepare the food 
for the tables.

The duties of the woman cook com- 
prise the sole preparation of biscuits 
and corn bread. It does not sound 
much of a job, especially as all the 
light bread is contracted for with a 
local bakery. I asked this woman 
cook how many biscuits she prepared

Profit From School Farm. 

The most wonderful thing about the 
Normal farm is that last year it made 
a profit of $1,316.55 and it Is only 
about twenty acres tin extent. No 
heavy crops are raised aside from the 
forage used for the two mules and 
25 cows, but the bulk of the cultiva- 
tion is given up to the garden vege- 
tables demanded by the dining tables, 
The farm consists of terraced, rolling 
hills, highly cultivated and in contin- 
uous rotation. Every inch of space and 


every moment of time is utilized; it 
has to be. 

Three hands tend to the cultivation 
of the farm and the management of the 
dairy. There are two powerful mules 
and a herd of 25 cows, mostly Jerseys 
and Holsteins. A large, clean, commo- 
dious barn houses these animals and 
each year has witnessed some addi- 
tion needed by the increased stock. 
About 40 Berkshire hogs and a few 
hens are included in the farm equip- 
ment. On account of the care demand- 
ed by poultry it has never been found 
profitable to keep many hens about, 
especially as eggs are bought in such ' 
vast quantities that suitable prices | 
may be obtained, 

I asked if any of 
visited the farm’ ana 
course of their work. 

“Frequently,” Mr. Rhodes informed | 
me. “It is a part of their scheduled | 
study to learn all they can about cows} 
and hogs, and they come here to see

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Shall Abe Ruef Be Pardoned? 


If the graft fight in San Francised 
served no other purpose, it proved of 
educational value both to thé@ 
people in whose interest it was waged 
and to the men who led the movement. 
True, Abraham Ruef was the only man 
indicted who reached the penitentiary, 
but, speaking as one of the men prom- 
Iinent in bringing about the exposure, 
I do not regret that more were not 
placed in the stripes of infamy. I do 
not regret it because I have ceased 
to believe that our econoniic difficui- 
ties are going to be solved by sending 
men to prison. The cure Hes deeper. 
Men are too weak to withstand the 
temptations that lie in their way. Se 
ions as public necessities are con- 
trolled by private corporations there 
wiil be civic corruption. 

Even though Ruef deserved to be 
pursued as [I pursued him for more 
than elght years, and though he dé- 
served all of the bitter denunciation 
that was heaped upon him, I felt, 
When it was all over, that the time 
had come for mepey, ond since his 
imprisonment J. have been endeavor- 
ing by every means in my power to 
bring about that feeling in others, 
My attitude in this matter is further 
strengthened by the fact that all of 
the indictments against all of the other 
graft defendants have been dismissed 
—leaving the men who were accused 
of havine furnished the bribe money 
entirely free. This leaves Abraham 
Ruef alone serving a term,in the penl- 
tentiary. Certainly no * fair-minded 
man will be able to see any justice in 
this. 

Some of the criticsofmy action have 
attempted to answer me by saying 
that there are many men in San 
Quentin, poor men, who are suffering 
ereater injustice than Ruef. That may 
be true, but the fact that I did not 
spend eight years of my life in put- 
ting them there is my answer to those 
who make that very obvious point. If 
I had my way, 1 would parole 60 per 
cent of the men in our state peniten- 
tiaries: but society has not yet pro- 
gressed far enough to see this econom- 
ic waste and the few who do see 1g 
will have to wait as patiently as they 
may until the light spreads to the 
dark places. I Go not believe that so0- 
ciety should undertake to punish any 
of ita members—that is, I do not think 
it should go beyond mere restraint, 
the loss of liberty.

‘“lambaste” the devil with his coat 
The men generally went in their 
sleeves, wearing leather gallusses, to 
“meeting” (there were nochurches in 
those days). They walked, frequentls 
barefooted, or wearing home-made 
shoes utterly innocent of blacking. To 
preserve the leather the shoes were 
greased every Saturday night with tal- 
low. The women arrayed in their 
prettiest dresses, spun and made at 
home, and carrying their shoes and 
stockifigs ‘til near tne meeting house, 
when they would go out in the woods 
and put them on.

An Old View of It. 

An old-time writer thus puts it: 

An enterprising, well-to-do man 
made for his wife what was then call- 
ed a chair (pronounced cheer) and 
afterwards a giz. It was constructed 
of ash by a common wageonmaker o 
the county, without springs, an 
painted blue, like the wagons and split- 
bottom chairs so common throughout 
the southern country: the body was 
what, I think, is called a stool body, 
after the fashion of the old sulkies. My 
father had almost everything manu- 
factured on his plantation; among the 
rest his own flax, leather and shoes. 
Dick, his shoemaker, made the harness 
for the chair. Some of the negroes of 
the plantation made the “Wahoo” col- 
lar. The. reins, I do not recollect, but 
have no doubt they were a pair of 
cotton plow lines. 

Whatever moderns 
turnout, thus far, we had a splendid, 
docile gray horse that could rival the 
best of his successors now. The gray 
was hitched in this spanking new 
equipage ang I—then in robinhood— 
was selected to drive mother to her old 
“meeting house’ (Whatley'’s, now Be- 
thesda) in this, the. first whee} vehicle 
“—-made as a luxury for riders—that 
had ever approached its sacred pre- 
cincts. 

During the war of 1812 all the goods 
received in the interior of Georgia 
came out in the peddlers’ wagons from 
the New England states, and in 2 few 
Wagons that carried cotton to Balti- 
more (600 miles) ang returning laden 
with merchandise. 

There was a merchant in the neigch- 
borhood named Shorter, who had a 
daughter Kate, who, through the ped- 
diers’ or her father’s ‘wragzons, had be- 
come the ovaner of a parasol, the first 
that had ever been seen in all that vi-

As my good and inoffensive mother 
had made a diversion In favor of poor 
Tate, so the leading Baptist preacher 
came to her relief. He was deputed 
by the church to attend a convention 
Or some other ecclesiastical body at 
Philadelphia, when he, too, had a chair 
for him and his wife to take the jour- 

in. He left in a shad-breasted 
coat—which all the preachers 
wore and in warm weather laid 
off in the pulpit—and his wife with a 
plain ribbon to her bonnet, but, to the 
great scandal of religion, he returned 
with lapels to his broadcloth coat and 
she, not only with colored ribbons, but 
sinful bows on a new ponnet. In this 
greater sin, of the greater luminaries 
of the church, my dear mother was 
almost forgotten ang suffered to travel 
to all the “big meetings” in compara- 
tive peace. If these old preachers did 
fight the devil with coats off, it was 
to some purpose, for I have never 
known a more religious and mora! 
community, nor one more deeply im- 
presseq with the truth of the Bible and

title \“Consumption and Communion,” 
The burden of it was the danger of tu- 
berculosis infection from the wine cup 
during participation in the most sacred 
sacrament of the Christian churches. 

Of course the subject has no interest 
for the Roman Catholics’, for in this 
church the sacrament is “reserved,” 
that is to say, the wine is partaken 
of only by the priest, the wafer or 
bread being placed on the tongue of 
the communicant. In practically all 
the Protestant churches, however, the 
wine of the sacrament igs administered 
by passing the cup from communicant 
to communicant and anyone familiar 
with modern hygiene will realize that 
this constitutes a real danger.

“A Septuagenarian Priest” wrote to 
The Times a few days ago pointing 
out that if the Anglican church would 
only stick to its ancient forms there 
would be no such trouble. The original 
purpose of the maniple, he points out, 
was to wipe the rim, of the cup after 
its use by each communicant. Origi- 
nally it was a linen napkin cdrried 
by the priest over his arm, as a modern 
Waiter carries a napkin for wiping 
plates and glasses. Gradyally it be- 
came formalized until now it ig made 
of silk and has become part of the 
priest's formal vestments. 

One useful result of the scare has 
been the question: If the communion 
cup is dangerous how much more dan- 
gerous must be the thonsands of ptib- 
lic drinking cup ‘and the hundreds of 
thousands of imperfectly-washed 
glasses in saloons and restaurants? 
The Times, in an editorial summing 
up the correspondence, points out that 
it is typical of tne supersensitiveness 
of the age on matters concerned with 
hegith. In the old days when religipn 
Was & matter of serious coficern to 
everyone, such a suggestion would have 
been almost sacriligious. Today it is 
regarded as a matter of course, Reec- 
ognizing the change in public feei- 
ing On such matters, however, it rec- 
ommends that sick persons should ar- 
range for the administration of com- 
munion in their homes, a& provided for 
by the Anglican prayer book, and ad- 
vises priests to announce at all pub 
celebrations that it is undesirable that 
persons suffering from diseases should 
partake. ,
